Legion Auxiliary Will Sell 

Flowers for Veterans 

and Families 



Antioch will pay honor to the World 
War dead Saturday, May 28th by 
wearing the little red poppy of Flan- 
ders Fields. Poppies will be distrib- 
uted on the streets by members of the 
American Legion Auxiliary assisted by 
other volunteers. 

The day is the approximate twentieth 
anniversary of the beginning of large 
scale participation of American troops 
in the World War, Mrs. E. C. Pitman, 
the Auxiliary's Poppy Day chairman, 
pointed out. From May until Novem- 
ber, 1918, constantly increasing Ameri- 
can forces were in action and more 
than 50,000 young Americans were 
killlcd on the poppy-studded fields of 
France and Belgium. 

Early Saturday morning, the Poppy 
Day forces of the American Legion 
Auxiliary will go into action, offering 
paper replicas of the wild poppies of 
France and Belgium to be. worn in 
tribute to the war dead. No price will 
be asked for the floWers, but. contribu- 
tions will' be received to Help support 
the Legion and Auxiliary work for the 
disabled veterans, their families and 
the families of the dead. 



Gas fumes from a coal burning 
furnace last night caused the dcatli of 
Thomas F. Hunt, 37, in his Channel 
Lake home, according to the verdict 
returned at the inquest held thjs morn- 
ing by Coroner John L. Taylor at 
Strang's funeral home in Antioch. 

Returning to their home last night at 
10, Mr. and Mrs. Hunt decided to cat 
a light lunch before retiring^ Mrs. 
Hunt collapsed in the basement where 
she had gone for a jar of fruit. Her 
jYusband, only slightly affected by the 
fumes at that time, carried her to the 
front' porch where she revived. Her 
husband called Dr. A. P. Bratrude to 
attend her, and later he himself was 
observed to lie in state of collapse. 
By this time Mrs. Hunt was sufficient- 
ly revived to call the inhalator squad 
from the Antioch Fire department. 
Firemen Horan, Rosing and Shultis re- 
sponded and a long continued effort 
was made to save the stricken manfs 
life, but efforts were unavailing and 
he passed away about 12 midnight. j 

It was learned at the inquest this 
morning that the furnace fire in the 
Hunt home had been "banked" for the 
day during the absence of the couple. 
When they returned the home was 
filled with the lethal fumes, a gas as 
deadly as carbon monoxide.

Mr. Hunt was an electrician, work- 
ing in Chicago for many years and 
since coming to Antioch about six 
years ago. Mrs. Hunt is owner and 
manager of the store known as Man-. 
Anne's Dress Shop. The couple had* 
just completed their new home ' at 
Channel Lake on Linden Lane. 

Besides the wife he is survived by 
his parents, Thomas J. and Kathcrine 
Hunt/ of Chicago; two brothers, one a 
twin, James, who lives in Texas, and 
John, of Chicago; also a sister, Mary 
Hunt, of Chicago. 

According to funeral announcements 
announced today, the body will lie in 
state at the Strang Funeral home until 
Friday morning when it will be re- 
moved to 5350. W. North avenue, Chi- 
cago, and services will be 'held Satur- 
day at 10:30 a. hi. at St. Peter's Cani- 
sius church. Rev. Father Flaherty 
will say the Requiem high .mass. In- 
terment will be in Mt. Carmcl ceme-

An interesting talk on the nature 
and the manner of- carrying on the 
work of mental rehabilitation among 
the 1200 patients at the Veterans' hos- 
pital in North Chicago was heard by 
members of the Men's Civic club and 
guests Monday night at the Methodist 
church dining room. 

The speaker was Dr. Delmar Goode, 
commandant of the institution that is 
turning out an average of 20 patients a 
day. When the men, all of whom are 
war veterans, arc discharged they arc 
pronounced as "cured" of the mental 
disorder for which theywere hospital- 
ized, the speaker said, and the men ate 
returned to their homes to become self- 
supporting. 

Dr. Goode told of the treatments rec- 
ommended for the various classes of 
patients suffering from varying degrees 
of dementia, and described the pains- 
taking efforts of the hospital staff to 
rehabilitate the unfortunates. Any war 
veteran having need of treatment is ad- 
mitted to the hospital, the speaker said, 
and it makes no difference whether the 
ailment was contracted due to military 
service or other cause. 

Hostel Chairman Reports 
H. H. Ricchers, high school faculty 
member and chairman of the Antioch 
Youth Hostel committee, gave a re- 
port on tjic work of his committee in 
preparing the local hostel for use this 
summer for young tourists. The hos- 
tel, located at the H. S. Roberts Re- 
sort at Lake Marie, is ideal for the 
purpose, Mr. Ricchers said. He named 
many articles and supplies the hostel 
would need this summer, and these will 
be forthcoming from local people and 
organizations, it was indicated by the 
response received thus far. 

A sound-slide picture, "Along Mam 
Street," was the contribution of the 
Coca-Cola company to the evenings 
program.

The season's most expensive poker game has just 
wound to its conclusion in the 'Eternal City on the 
Tiber. Adolph Hitler and Benito Mussolini were the 
players.

Neither player is an amateur at the intricacies of 
diplomatic poker. It is probable that history will name 
neither one the winner, neither one the loser, in this out- 
wardly friendly game in which the man from Munich 
sought to get the man from Forli to malic a military 
alliance with Germany. 

But II Duce and Dcr Fuehrer, as everyone knows, 
are not overly celebrated for keeping their pledges with 
a contracting part)'. 

Is there any reason to believe that debts of honor 
incurred during these past several days of diplomatic 
poker would be paid by either player? Neither Mus- 
solini nor Hitler is quite so trusting of the other as all 
that! Both of them have memories long enough to re- 
call their history lessons. In the World War, Italy 
knifed Germany in the back and broke her pledge to 
support, the Hohcnzollern armies, and only a few weeks 
ago Germany broke a tacit pledge by taking over Austria 
and moving the swastika down to Italy's northern 
frontiers. 

But if the poker game itself produced nothing too 
spectacular, the same cannot be said of its trimming. 
Premier Mussolini staged a show for his guest that out- 
Holly wooded Hollywood, with swastikas emblazoned 
across the night sky in neon, fountains of fire leaping 
from burning urns, ancient streets swept with flood- 
lights or flanked by torches, and with legions of hel- 
meted lancers, the C.irabinieri, the Libyan spahis on 
white Arabian horses, adding to the spectacle. Hitlci 
may not have received solid German bread from his 
host, but he did receive a $2 f, 000,000 Roman carnival!

Ford Exhibit At New York World's Fair 








THE theme of the Ford Motor 
Company's exhibit building at 
the New York World's Fair In 1939 
will be prophetic of the advances 
America may expect in transporta- 
tion in coming decades, according to 
an announcement by Edsel Ford, 
president of the company. 

Based upon an exposition of tho 
institutional character of tho Ford 
company and the fundamental pol- 
icies which have directed Its growth 
during tho past 35 years, the fair 
exhibit will reach its climax In "Tho 
Road of Tomorrow," an elevated 
highway more than half a mile long, 
•rising upon a series of spiral ramps, 
traversing the borders of a patio 
and finally circling the main build* 
•ing on a deep setback at the top of 
the walls. 

Tho exhibit. In four rather dis- 
tinct parts, will include an entrance 
rotunda facing the main west gate, 
a spacious Manufacturing Hall, 
a patio, with pools, playing foun- 
tains and largo rest areas, and the 
elevated road. From tho west side 



of tho patio, steps will rise to a 
broad mezzanine. There Ford V-8 
and Lincoln-Zephyr cars will load 
passengers for' the rldo over "The 
Road of. Tomorrow." 

From .tho loading platform the 
cars' will' pass to tho south; enter the 
spiral ramps, climbing to tho upper 
level and following the elevated 
highway as it passes over the mez- 
zanine, west along tho south wall 
of Manufacturing Hall, through a 
tunnel lined with photo murals; 
thence circling tho top of the build- 
ing, through a gloss tunnel high in 
tho Rotunda; down tho ramp to tho 
second level, around tho patio and 
back to the starting point. 

At night flood lighting will fall 
upon the cars as they circle the 
highway high on the walls of Manu- 
facturing Hall, playing moving sha- 
dows on tho building walls, in full 
sight of the whole fair grounds. The 
building will occupy the highest lo- 
cation on tho grounds. It will bo 
decorated in white, red and blue 
and will be floodlighted at night

"For God and Country" is a rallv- 
ingcry that well summarizes the 
spirit and duty of the Christian cit- 
izen. So clear and inspiring are the 
teachings of God's Word regarding 
the relationship of the Christian to 
his country that one marvels that 
national leaders who are seeking to 
stimulate civic loyalty do not pro- 
mote a revival of the study of the 
Bible.' Dr. Moore is right when he 
says, "No bad citizen is a good 
Christian and no good Christian is 
a' bad citizen." The solution of our 
nation's problems would be a great 
evangelistic campaign from coast to 
coast. A man like Moody would 
then appear in his true position as 
a great patriot. The soul-winner 
would be more important than the 
vote-getter. Why not try it? 

Our lesson presents our Lord on 
Tuesday of His passion week, when 
He met His adversaries in their 
cunning efforts to entrap Him in' 
His words so that they might con- 
demn Him. The two incidents be- 
fore us have broader application 
than to citizenship alone, but we 
may well consider them in that 
light, for they reveal that the citi- 
zen who is right with God will be 
right with the nation and with his 
own neighbors. 

I. The Christian Citizen Loves His 
Country (vv. 13-17). 

The Pharisees, who hated Rome 
for its domination of Palestine, and 
the Herodions, who supported Rome 
in its control of the land, were ene- 
mies, but they joined forces to tempt 
Christ. They knew that if He said 
"Yes" to their question the Jews 
would be angry, and if He said "No" 
He could be condemned as a trai-' 
tor to Rome. 

The trap was set, but it caught 
only the crafty hunters. Taking their 
own pocket money he declared that 
if they used Caesar's money they 
ought to pay taxes to Caesar. The 
coin stood for an orderly govern- 
ment, benefits of which they en- 
joyed and which they ought to sup- 
port. 

II. The Christian Citizen Loves 
God (vv. 20-30). 

Although this point comes second 
in our lesson it comes first in expe- 
rience. It is the man who renders 
unto God the love of the heart, soul, 
mind, and all of his strength (v. 30) 
who is ready really to love his coun- 
try as he should. 

The scribes loved to dispute about 
which woa the greatest of the 013 
commandments which they recog- 
nized. Jesus astonished them by 
referring to the passage of Scripture 
most familiar to the Jews (Deut. 
0:4, 5), which declares the unity and 
absolute exclusiveness of the Lord 
our God. It may be well for us to 
stress this truth even in our time, 
for most folk regard the worship ond 
service of God as optional. 

III. The Christian Citizen Loves 
Ills Neighbor (vv. 31-34). 

The scribe did not ask for the sec- 
ond commandment but Jesus pre- 
sents it as an unavoidable corollary 
of the first. The man who really 
loves God will love hi£ neighbor. 

Every social injustice would be 
wiped out and every cause for strife 
removed if all men loved their fel- 
low-man as they love themselves. 
Such a condition will never prevail, 
however, until men love God. It is 
too much for the flesh to put others 
before self. Only the grace of God 
is sufficient for that. Hence the real 
solution of the problems of capital 
ond labor, the "haves" and the 
"have nots" is to win the men and 
women on both sides of the struggle 
to a true love for God through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. In other words, we 
come again to the inevitable conclu- 
sion that what our nation needs is 
a revival. 

Social panaceas, revolution cither 
by force or by law, dictatorships, 
all these are destined to failure. 
Men must learn to know and love 
God supremely ond thus come to 
love their neighbors as themselves. 

The crossroad Sunday - school 
teacher, the missionary in the city' 
slums, the preacher of the gospel, 
whether in the great city or on the 
the countryside, the faithful Chris- 
tian living out the love of Christ 
daily in kindly word and deed— 
these are the real forces for social 
as well as spiritual good. Let us do 
all we can to prosper their ministryl

WHEN JacqueB Cartier first vlBlted "Hochelage" 
great tribal village on the site of modern Mon- 
treal, he noted a broad, well beaten trail leading 
north from the village through the serried ranges 
of the Lamentian mountains. He described this area 
as "the flneBt and best lands covered with the 
noblest trees In the world." 

Pioneering .Frenchmen followed 
this path in opening the country to 
civilization. The posts they estab- 
lished along the way have grown 
into villages which In turn have 
retained the charm and qualntness 
of their nameBake towns in France. 

This same trail today improved 
into a modern motor highway, 
Route 11, enables the traveller to 
penetrate the nrea for 160 miles 
or more. Five other main roads 
criss-cross the mountains making 
thousands of square miles of un- 
spoiled country accessible for vaca- 
tion enjoyment. 

The same sparkling lakes, hun- 



dreds still unnamed, the same 
gurgling streams of fast water 
tumbling .from heights to the lush 
green valleys below still abound In 
countless varieties of game fish. 
The same pungent odor of spruce 
and pine lures the sportsman and 
his family to linger even as it 
beckoned the Indian trappers and 
hunters .of generations past. Some 
of the main points of interest to the 
sportsman are shown on the mop. 
The deeper one penetrates this 
country, whether by motor, rail or 
plane, the larger the fish that can 
bo taken. Yet within sight of Mon- 
treal are black boss fishing areas 



of ranking Importance. Speckled, 
lake and salmon trout are plentiful 
throughout the area. So ore mua- 
klcs, pickerel, white fish and others. 
Speckled trout fishing opens In 
Quebec May 1, salmon trout are 
token In all months except October 
and November, bass flailing starts 
June 1C except in the Ottawa river 
where the season starts July 1. 

At practically all points In this 
hospitable, historic country one may 
enjoy the thrill of fishing with an 
Indian guide, perhaps in a birch 
bark canoe, a guide In whose veins 
flows the blood of the braves who 
ruled before 'Carder's coming. 



HIGHWAYS OF HISTORY 



THE Province of Quebec is frequently refined to 
as "the cradle of history" and while that term 
usually is intended to reflect upon the association of 
the' province with the early days of Canada it applies 
with almost equal importance to the history of the 
United States. Evidence of this association with Unitsd 
States' events is to be found at many points along the 
motor highways of Quebec and a few of these are illus- 
trated in the sketch maps reproduced here. The upper 
right hand panel outlines the Gaspe Peninsula, now 
one of the favorite automobile routes on the continent 
At thepoint which is now the Town of Gaspe, Jacquss 





Cartier landed in the summer, of 1534, the first white 
man to set foot on the mainland of the North Amer- 
ican continent In the lower panel, three points of in- 
ternational interest are indicated.

BECOME IMPORTANT

Washington. D. C— As airlines 
weave an air web over the Pacific, 
isolated islands become important 
land falls. Although the Samoan is- 
lands, on the United States-New- 
Zealand route, long have been im- 
portant among the Pacific posses- 
sions of the United States, King- 
man reef, like Wake island on the 
San Francisco-China route, was un- 
inhabited and of little use before 
it was chosen as a stop for the re- 
cent test flights of the ill-fated "Sa- 
moa Clipper." 

"The new route," say* the Nation- 
al Geographic 'society, "brings the 
Antipodes two weeks closer to the 
United States. The schedule cal's 
for a three-day jump from Honolulu 
to Auckland. 

"Kingman reef, 1,087 miles south- 
west of Honolulu, is the first stop 
on the 4,400 mile outward flight 
from Hawaii. There, a four-mast- 
ed schooner. Trade Wind,»serves as 
a floating airport. The vessel is 
equipped with a radio station, 
weather bureau, and refueling facil- 
ities. Limited land on the tiny reef 
leads to the possibility of mooring 
a floating hotel in its coral lagoon. 
Some high ground, however, prom- 
ises eventual improvements such as 
a station and storehouses. 

Pause at Pago Pago. 

"About 1,500 miles south of King- 
man reef, propellers will pause at 
Pago Pago bay, best and safest har- 
bor in the Samoan archipelago. 
Pago Pago (pronounced Pango Pan- 
go) is on rugged Tutuila, one of 
six volcanic islands which make up 
American Samoa, lying east of Brit- 
ish Samoa's chain of eight. An im- 
mense volcanic crater forms the 
harbor of Pago Pago. Important 
chiefly as a naval base, American 
Samoa is administered by the Na- 
vy department; the commandant of 
Pago Pago's naval station functions 
as governor. Samoan treaty of 1878 
granted to the United States the 
right to establish at Pago Pago a 
coaling and supply station for her 
naval and commercial vessels. 

"Samoans, purest of Polynesians, 
prove this relief station wisely cho- 
sen. Gentle-voiced and easy-living, 
their very characters spell out re- 
laxation. No echo of the high-pow- 
ered motor's drone is the Polyne- 
sian dialect, called the Italian of the 
Pacific. Since tradition names Sa- 
vaii, British Samoa, as dispersion 
center of the Polynesian race over 
the Pacific ocean from Hawaii to 
New Zealand, it is not surprising 
to find an excellent type in Pago 
Pago. Light brown of color, of splen- 
did physique, and of regular fea- 
tures, they maintain mental and so- 
cial standards that are high among 
Pacific peoples. They are simple, 
generous, honorable, hospitable 
folk, but brave fighters when neces- 
sary. 

"It is natural in such a climate 
where wants are few that Samoans 
do not like to work. Their food is 
easily produced: breadfruit re- 
quires no cultivation; bananas, taro, 
and yams demand little more than 
planting. Pi«s and chickens arc- 
raised, but reserved for banquet* 
and festive occasions. 

Fishing Is Not Work. 

"Although reluctant to toil in 
towns and country, Samoans will 
paddle canoes all day while sea- 
fishing. The women, too, enjoy col- 
lecting clams and catching shellfish. 
Often the men spend a whole day 
spearing fish along the reefs. 

"Equally enthusiastic are both 
men and women about song and 
dance. Robert Louis Stevenson de- 
scribed their steps as vulgar and un- 
attractive, but the dancing is never 
indecent before foreigners. 

"With no factories in American 
Samoa, the chief product and only 
export, copra, is prepared by the 
primitive but satisfactory method 
of spreading the coconut meat on 
mats in the sun to dry. Women's 
hands weave these mats with sword- 
like leaves from the pandanus plant. 
"From Samoa's solitude to New 
Zealand's gateway and greatest city 
is approximately 1,800 miles on the 
proposed air route. Auckland is 
the grand entrance to a veritable 
treasure house of natural phenome- 
na — spouting geysers, smoking 
mountains, and boiling springs of 
therapeutic value. Forest-clad hills, 
rich in timber trees and bush scen- 
ery, fringe the city's boundaries. 
And Auckland is the natural outlet 
for one of the most productive coun- 
tries in the world. On the trade 
route of the Panama canal, it is a 
busy seaport with an excellent har- 
bor. 

"In 1337 the site of*Auckland was 
but a fern-clad gully.

More 
concerned with commerce than pol- 
itics, Auckland now engages in nu- 
merous industries— shipbuilding, su- 
gar-refining, fruit-canning, timber- 
converting, and tne manufacture of 
ammunition, sashes and doors, 
rope, twine, pottery, brick, tile, var- 
nish and boots."
